SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 11— 
The Centralia Coal Co., the State 
of Illinois and Inspector Driscoll 
Scanlan were jointly responsible 
for the explosion March 25 which 
cost the lives of 111 miners, Gov. 
Dwight -Green’s fact-finding com- 
mittee said today in a report on 
its investigation of the disaster. 

“Primary responsibility for safe- 
ty of the miners and protection 
of the company’s property in this 
case rested upon company offi- 
cials, the superintendent and the 
manager,” the report said. 

“The source of ignition may 
have been accidental or due to 
carelessness of a workman, but 


evidence is convincing that coal 
dust was the chief devastating

Management Laxity Found. 

“It is apparent that company 
officers and management did not 
exercise the proper degree of dili- 
gence toward complying with the 
recommendations of federal and 
state inspectors for many months 
before the explosion.

NEWARK, N.J., April 11 (UP)— 
Three woman leaders of New Jer- 
sey’s 14,000 striking telephone 
workers pleaded not guilty today 
to charges of violating the state’s 
new public utility anti-strike law 
and were released in $500 bail for 
a hearing Monday. 

The women, Mrs. Mary Hans- 
com, president of the Traffic Tele- 


phone Federation of New Jersey; 
Mrs. Virginia Wigglesworth, vice 
president, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Ryan, secretary, appeared before 
Common Pleas Judge Richard E. 
Hartshorne in the first test of 
the new anti-strike law. 

They faced a maximum possible 
sentence, if found guilty, of $500 
fine and 30 days in jail for each 
day the strike continues.

WASHINGTON, April 11—With 
angry, shouted words, Chairman 
Charles W. Tobey of the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
charged at a hearing today that 
officials of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, under the 
domination, of Jesse H. Jones, 
had ieft the Government “hold- 
ing the bag” for $80,000,000 
through the RFC’s approval of a 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad re- 
financing plan. 

Tobey’s outburst came as he 
was interrogating Charles B. Hen- 
derson, retiring RFC board chair- 
man Henderson and W, W. Sul- 
livan, RFC railroad counsel, who 
preceded him in the witness chair, 
had insisted that a 1944 B. & O. 
reorganization plan strengthened 
the-Government’s position as chief 
railroad creditor because it -had 
made the railroad company finan- 
cially stronger. 

Under the plan the B. & O. ex- 
tended its $80,000,000 debt to 1965, 
Tobey pointed out, despite its abil- 
ity in recent years to pay off 
at least a substantial part of the 
RFC obligation. 

B. & O. Fiscal Status. 

“Your first principle as a rep- 
resentative of this Government,” 
Tobey shouted at the hesitant and 
elderly Henderson, “would have 
been to collect that debt. The 
B. & O., according to testimony 
here, had $51,000,000 in cash as 
of last January, and in 1944 it 
had enough money to buy back, 
or cancel, $100,000,000 worth of its 
own bonds at 60 cents om the dol- 
lar. 

“Why were these B. & O. funds 
diverted? Why did the RFC ap- 
prove such diversion? The debt 
was due in 1939, then it was ex- 
tended until 1944, and now it is 
frozen until 1965. Are we to go 
on, generation after generation, 
with the railroad owing the Gov- 
ernment that huge sum?” 

Henderson repeated his view 
that the railroad was not in a suf- 
ficiently stable financial position 
to have repaid the RFC in 1944. 

“Didn’t the railroad make the 
greatest profit in its history dur- 
ing the war years?” demanded 
Tobey. 

“I believe they did.” 

“Then why do you think that 
B. & O. will be in any better posi- 
tion to pay off the debt between 
now and 1965?” He received no 
audible answer, 

“Do you . believe,” persisted 
Tobey, “that the B. & O., acted in 
good faith in its dealings with the 
RFC?” : 

“I wouldn't attempt to answer 
that,” replied the witness. 

Dominance of Jones. 

Henderson, under further ques- 
tioning, acknowledged that Jones 
had dominated the “whole railroad 
picture” in connection with RFC 
transactions when Jones was Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Federal 
Loan Administrator.

WASHINGTON, April 11. (AP) 
— The painting “War Whoop” 
showing an Indian brave holding 
the scalp of a white pioneer is 
coming down from a House com- 
mittee room wall at the request 
of the Indians. 

Representative Stefan (Rep.), 
Nebraska, said yesterday the Pub- 
lic Lands Committee agreed to re- 
moval of the pamting after In- 


dians from Nebraska objected that 
red men “have buried the hatchet” 
and the picture brings up “cruel 
memories.” 

Stefan lodged the protest with 
the committee on behalf of the 
Omaha, Ponca, Santee, Sioux and 
Winnebago tribes of Nebraska. 

He told the committee: “These 
Indians live with their white 
brothers as neighbors. They come 
together with the whites as broth- 
ers. They ask that this picture 
be erased from the committee 
walls.”

ALBANY, April 11 (UP)—State 
officials adding up figures today 
discovered that the pigeons that 
roost on the capitol dome have

WALLACE CALLS ON BRITONS 
TO SPURN TRUMAN DOCTRINE 


Tells Londoners England Can Save World 
From War by Refusing to Take Sides 
Between U.S. and Russia. 


—_ 


LONDON, April 11 (AP)—Henry 
A. Wallace said tonight Britain 
could save the world from war by 
refusing to take sides between the 
United States and Russia. 

“If you show the way, all pro- 
gressive peoples can speak out be- 
fore it is too late for the prin- 
ciples of a strong United Nations 
and world progress,” the former 
Vice President said at a meet- 
ing sponsored by the New States- 
man and Nation, a leftist weekly. 
The magazine has been an organ 
for the voice of Labor party rebels 


against British foreign policy. 

(The United Press quoted Wal- 
lace as asserting that President 
Truman’s new foreign policy’ of 
fighting Communism with dollars 
in Greece and Turkey was leading 
the world down “a one-way road 
to war.”) 

Renewing his criticism of the 

Truman doctrine in the Middle 
East, Wallace said: 
_ “I do not believe that there will 
be war this month or next month, 
but I do believe that a continua- 
tion of the present policy will set 
during the next few months a 
rigid framework which will main- 
tain a state of perpetual spiritual 
warfare which will, after a time, 
produce depression in the United 
States and, eventually, a world- 
wide war. 

“I believe this is true also of 
the Russians. In the short term, 
a hard policy against Russia may 
be highly successful. In the long 
term, I don’t see how it can help 
peace. At first, by policing Rus- 
sia’s every border, we may force 
her to contract her influence. But 
within her borders she may pre- 
pare for eventual war instead of 
taking the risks that all nations 


must take for lasting peace.” 

If war comes, Wallace said, all 
nations would be given the “sui- 
cidal task of choosing sides.” 

“You are asked by many of my 
countrymen to make that choice 
today,” he continued. “To do so 
means the end of social reform 
and the hopes of peace; thank 
God you do not have to make that 
choice. Your destiny is to save 
the world from that choice by re- 
fusing to make it yourselves.” 

Wallace defined the Truman 
doctrine as one of “unconditional 
aid to anti-Soviet governments,” 
and said: 

“It is undertaken in* the name 
of stopping Communism. Instead 
it will lead to Communist revolu- 
tions. When we squander’ our 
moral and material resources on 
vicious and undemocratic govern- 
ments we are acting as the best 
salesmen Communism ever had.” 

Wallace gave this prescription 
for peace: 

Ten-year 50-billion-dollar world 
reconstruction program through 
the United Nations, plus world 
control of atomic energy and 
weapons of destruction; interna- 
tionalization of strategic areas in- 
cluding the Dardanelles, Suez Ca- 
nal and Panama Canal, 
movement toward national dis- 
armament and creation of a world 
security system. 

Earlier today, Wallace was the 
luncheon guest of Prime Minister 
Attlee at Chequers, the Prime 
Minister’s country estate. 

He will speak at Manchester 
tomorrow before 5000 trade union- 
ists. 

British newspapers are divided 
over Wallace. The Daily Mail, 
Conservative, said he was “but a 
child crying in the terrible dark.” 
The Liberal tabloid Daily Mirror 
called him “Britain’s greatest 
friend in America.”

RECORD SUNSPOT IS REPORTED 


LONDON, April 11 (AP)—A surni- 
spot bigger than any ever before 
recorded wag reported yesterday 
by the Royal Greenwich Observa- 


tory. A spokesman said he was 
“amazed that it caused so little 
trouble in radio communications.” 

The spokesman said the spot 
covered about one two-hundredths 
of the sun’s hemisphere, which 
would make it 63,815,781,250 square 
miles in area. This would be about 
10 per cent bigger than the 
largest previously recorded, in 
February 1946.

COAL PRODUCTION 
INCREASES. EASES 
THREAT OF LAYOFF 


Suspension Scheduled by 
C. & O, in Abeyance— 
Production Spurt in 
West Virginia. 


‘WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—Steady gains in soft coal pro- 
duction as more miners ended 
their safety shutdown apparently 
checked today the threat of wide- 
spread unemployment in coal-de- 
pendent industries. 

Railroads, among the first to 
feel the effects of the national 
soft coal work stoppage ordered 
by John L. Lewis until the pits 
were deemed safe by federal in- 
spectors, were among the first to 
react to increased production. | 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road held in abeyance a layoff 
planned today for 300 car shop 
workers at its Russell (Ky.) 
yards. The layoff had been sched- 
uled because of a shortage of coal 
shipments from West Virginia. 
and Kentucky mines. 

At Huntington, W. Va., C. & O. 
General Superintendent Guy P. 
Gibbs said an order furloughing 
1200 additional workers at Hunt- 
ington tomorrow also will be held 
in abeyance. He gave “encourag- 
ing developments” in the reopen- 
ing of mines along the C.&O. lines 
as the reason. 

A railroad spokesman had said 
yesterday that furloughs might 
total 10,000 if coal production did 
not improve greatly. 

The Sharon Steel Corp. whi 
already has one blast furnace idle 
at its Farrell (Pa.) works, re- 
ported the other might close next 
week if a supply of coke could 
not be found. This would Involve 
closing of the plant, which em- 
ployes 1900. 

In West Virginia, the nation’s 
largest soft coal producer, pro~ 
duction in the northern fields yes- 
terday climbed to 208,000 tons— 
8000 tons above normal. A Fed- 
eral Céal Mines Administration 
spokesman could give no specific 
reason for this output, other than 
that stripping operations were 
moving at an accelerated pace. 

At Richmond, the Norfolk & 
Western Railway reported fur- 
loughing 835 motive power em- 
ployes temporarily because of the 
coal-loading decline. 

The Coal Mines Administration 
said that more than 28,000 addi- 
tional soff coal miners went to 
work yesterday. Production was 
estimated at 1,215,200 tons, 51 per 
cent of normal. 

The agency said 1692 mines were 
in operation, 216 more than wed- 
nesday. The number of men at 
work was estimated at 155,723, 
compared with 127,636 Wednesday, 
when production totaled 1,036,926 
tons.

War Secretary 


New Conflicts.

NEW YORK, April 11—“Joseph 


Pulitzer, with his insistence on ac- 


curacy in news, would face the 
facts as they are—that the world 
still moves in terms of planes, 
tanks and guns,” Secretary of War 
Robert Patterson said yesterday 
at ceremonies here commemorat- 
ing the 100th anniversary of the 
birth of the late founder of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

A world-wide free press would 
serve substantially to alter pres- 
ent conditions, he added, but “if 
we fall again into the wishful 
thinking of the 1920s and 1930s, 


we will not alter the course of 
events and will fool no one but 
ourselves.” Patterson was the 
principal speaker to an overflow 
audience of more than 600 at Co- 
lumbia University. 

The address and speeches by 
New York Postmaster Albert 
Goldman, Mayor William O’Dwyer, 
Dr. Frank D. Fackenthal, acting 
president of Columbia University, 
and others marked first distribu- 
tion of Pulitzer centennial 3-cent 
postage stamps. It was estimated 
that a record of 10,000,000 would 
be established by first-day sales 
of the issue, dedicated to journal- 
ism generally as well as to the 
memory of the celebrated pub- 
lishe 


r. 

At the elaborate program, Joseph 
Pulitzer Jr., grandson of the firét 
Joseph Pulitzer and son of the 
present editor and publisher of the 
Post-Dispatch, received the first 
sheet of stamps struck for the is- 
sue. Sheets also were presented 
to Dr. Fackenthal, Dean Carl W. 
Ackerman of the Pulitzer-founded 
Graduate School of Journalism, 
aid to Secretary Patterson. 

Free World Press Needed. 

In tracing the relationship of 
journalism to the military needs 
of the United States, Patterson de- 
clared that “the Army has a 
strong interest in Joseph Pulitzer 
and in the ideal of a free press 
for which he fought during his 
life, and which he endowed s0 
Vitally on his death.” 

“When men are at liberty every- 
where to give, receive and discuss 
information from whatever source 

- it may come, without looking over 

their shoulders, without fear of 
the knock on the door that means 
the start of the trip to the con- 
centration Camp, a great step to- 
ward achieving lasting peace 
among nations will have been 
taken.” 

That time, however, is not at 
hand, Patterson continued, and it 
is beyond the influence of this na- 
tion to dictate its arrival in oth- 
ers. He outlined obstacles faced 
by the Army in Japan and in the 
United States zone in Germany in 
efforts to institute press freedom 
and to make it possible for a free 
press to exist. 

“The Army has still another in- 
terest in the free circulation of 
news and opinions,” he said. “Like 
other Americans, we favor world 
organization for peace through the 
United Nations. We believe that 
the United Nations, despite the 
Hmits of its authority, offers the 
fairest prospects toward an en- 


“Those prospects will be far 
brighter if the fundamentals of 
free speech and free press are 
recognized and practiced in all 
quarters of the globe. When that 
day arrives, when there is un- 
restricted reporting of news and 
opinions, it wil] be.a difficult op- 
eration for a ruling group or 
clique in any country to mobilize 
its manpower and other resources 
for predatory warfare.” 

Describing Army achievements 
in Germany, Patterson said that 
despite destruction of plants, shat- 
tered communications and ‘Nazi 
corruption of the German editoria] 
mind, substantial progress had 
been made. As conditions are still 
abnormal, complete freedon. of the 
press has not been attained. Army 
controls include censorship of 
“militaristic, fascist or anti-demo- 
cratic articles, as well as a ban 
on articles that stir up hostility 
against the occupying force,” he 
explained. 

In the American zone there are 
now 44 newspapers sent to 4,000,- 
000 regular subscribers and one 
Army-published semi-weekly with 
1,200,000 circulation. Dispatches 
are supplied by all American news 
services and other organizations, 
supplementing the German news 
agency D.E.N.A., operated by Ger- 
mans with American advisers.

Journalistic practices peculiar in 
American eyes, have complicated 
the task in Japan, Patterson con- 
tinued, although much has been 
accomplished. Japanese newspa- 
pers traditionally employed a 
“libel editor,” he related. If the 
newspaper was found guilty of 
libelous. publication, the libel edi- 
tor’s duty was to serve the jail 
term, meanwhile drawing full pay 
while established in comfortable 
quarters. 

“The Army’s activities in foster- 
ing freedom of the press in the 


Japan are part of the broad pro- 
gram to de-militarize the ways of 
life of the people in those areas,” 
Patterson said. “As we see it, the 
controlled press served as an ac- 
celerator to the speed of the mili- 
tary machine. A free press in the 


}future should serve as ‘a powerful 


brake against the operation of 
such a machine in the future,” 
After paying tribute to Mr. 
Pulitzer’s Union Army service in 
the Civil War, Patterson recalled 
that during that conflict newspa- 
per correspondents were intense- 
ly unpopular with military lead- 
ers.» 

“IT can make a_ generalization 
that in World War II relations 
between the Army and the press 
were co-operative and cordial, de- 
spite irritating incidents and of- 
fenses on both sides, There was 
forthright, capable coverage of the 
Army and its battles by press, 
radio and motion pictures. That 
coverage was a valuable contribu- 
tion to victory.” 

Recollections by Girard. 


Formal ceremonies in the audi- 
torium of Low Memorial Library 
were preceded a luncheon to in- 
vited guests of Dr. Fackenthal at 
the faculty club. James Watson 
Girard, ambassador to Germany 
in the Woodrow Wilson adminis- 
tration, gave recollections of the 
late publisher whom he had served 
as legal adviser. Dr. Fackenthal 
and M. Lincoln. Schuster, book 
publisher, also made brief re- 
marks and Joseph Pulitzer Jr. re- 
plied in behalf of the Pulitzer 
family. 
The public observances opened 
with a concert by the New York 
Postoffice band. Following invo- 
cation by Stephen Bayne Jr. of 
Columbia University, Dr. Facke 
thal welcomed Joseph Pulitzer Jr. 
and speakers also including Third 
Assistant Postmaster General 
Joseph J, Lawler, conveying re- 
grets of Postmaster General Rob- 
ert: E. Hannegan, who was unable 
to attend. 

Dr. Fackenthal reviewed Mr. 
Pulitzer’s benefactions, including 
the endowment of the School of 
Journalism. Describing him as a 
“benefactor in the fields of music, 
art, literature, education and. jour- 
nalism,” the educator termed the 
journalism school the principal 
contribution. “Columbia Univer- 
sity will ever be grateful,” he con- 
cluded. 

Dean Ackerman traced the fa- 
miliar Pulitzer career from Hun- 
garian immigrant youth to fame, 
wealth and an immortal place in 
journalistic annals in St. Louis 
and as founder of the New York 
World. He identified figures and 
phrases on the memorial stamp 
with the achievements of the pub- 
lisher. “News” was represented by 
announcement of the centennial, 
“pictures” by the photograph, 
“editorials” by the quoted phrase 
on the rise or fall of the Republic, 
and “illustration” by the drawing 
of the Statue of Liberty. 
Presentation of stamps by Law- 
ler followed. The Post Office De- 
partment issued them, he said, 
more than in tribute “to Pulitzer, 
the man, but rather recognizing 
his contribution to America—a 
contribution which continues to 
be a force for right and for good.” 
He concluded by extolling Mr. 
principles and _ their 
heritage, represented by fearless 
journalism, Pulitzer prizes in jour- 
nalism, literature and music and 
the Pulitzer School of Journalism.

Joseph Pulitzer Centennial Anni- 
versary Stamp on Sale Here. 
Sale of the Joseph Pulitzer cen- 

tennial stamp began today at the 

St. Louis post office and all local 

and suburban branches. One mil- 

lion of the new stamps were sent 

here, to supply St. Louis and ad- 
joining post offices in eastern 

Missouri. 

The stamp sale concluded the 
local observance of the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of 
Joseph Pulitzer, founder of the 
Post-Dispatch. At the philatelic 
window of Central station, Eighth 
and Olive streets, collectors stood 
in line to buy blocks of the 
stamps, from four to an entire 
sheet of 50. One man bought $500 
worth, saying that the purchase 
was “an investment” for his old 
age. The purchasers’ included 
physicians, housewives, boys of 
school age and a member on leave 
of the Merchant Marine. Men 
were in the greater number, 

Many collectors are awaiting 
first-day covers, being forwarded 
to them by the New York post- 
office. They sent self-addressed 
envelopes and the price of the 
stamps to New York in advance. 
The stamps on these covers will 
bear a light cancellation. 

Presentation of two booklets, 
each containing a sheet of 50 of 
the Pulitzer stamps, to the Mis- 
sourl Historical Society, took place 
yesterday afternoon in the west 
wing of Jefferson Memorial, in 
Forest Park. 

Joseph Pulitzer, editor and pub- 
Jisher of the Post-Dispatch, son of 
the founder, accepted the booklets, 
which were presented formally by 
Assistant Postmaster Harry J.

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WOMAN KILLED 
IN AUTO COLLISION 


DRIVER LEAVES 


Police Later Arrest Man 
Who Admits Operat- 
ing the Car — Owner 
Reports It Stolen. 


Mrs. Martha Jakovac of 1832A 
South Eleventh street was killed 
yesterday when the automobile in 
which she was riding with her 
husband, Maxim, was struck by 
another machine at Menard street 
and Allen avenue. Two men in 
the other automobile left the 
scene of the accident, but police 
later arrested Edward Dale Ben- 
nett, a mechanic of 5136A Page 
boulevard, who, they said, admit- 
ted being the driver, 


Jakovac told police the collision 
knocked his automobile over the 
curb of the northwest corner of 
the intersection and his wife was 


thrown to the pavement. The men 


in the other machine, he said, 
stepped out and walked away in 
opposite directions. 

The accident occurred at 7 p.m. 
Checking the registration of the 
abandoned automobile, which bore 
an Illinois license, police found 
that it belonged to Lt. Joseph, 
Grimm, attached to a headquar- 
ters company at Scott Field. They 
were unable to find Lt. Grimm 
at first, but at 1:30 a.m. he called 
in to report his automobile stolen. 
Questioning witnesses, police 
learned the passenger in Grimm’s 
automobile was Harold F. Harris, 
1044 Julia street. Harris told them 
he had met the driver, whom he 
did not know, at one tavern and 
agreed to go with him to another. 
He said he was dozing when the 
accident occurred and did not 
know what had happened. He 
was treated at City Hospital for 
an abrasion of the forehead and 
booked as a material witness for 
the coroner, 

Sgt. Henry Kramer and Patrol- 
man Claude Shepard learned that 
Bennett frequented a tavern in 
the neighborhood and obtained his 
approximate address and a de- 
scription of his machine. In the 
5100 block of Page boulevard they 
found the machine, checked the 
registration and arrested Bennett,

Ten building projects were shut 
down today and an eleventh was 
picketed by the AFL Hodcarriers, 


=| Building and Common Laborers’ 
si Union in protest against alleged 


violation by AFL carpenters of in- 
structions to refrain from en- 
croaching on the laborers’ juris- 
diction. 

Pickets appeared at Forest Park 

Highlands where, an officer of the 
laborers’ union said, carpenters 
were employing non-union labor to 
carry their materials, 
The 10 jobs halted were at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, American Can 
Co., 3200 South Kingshighway; 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 1700 
South Second street; Sears Roe- 
buck & Co., Grand and Winnebago 
street, and Easton avenue and 
Kingshighway; projects of Wid- 
mer Engineering Co, Grand 
boulevard and Vista avenue, and 
Fourth street and Clark avenue; 
Valier-Spies Milling Co., Bircher 
boulevard and Shreve avenue; 
Fontbonne College, Clayton, and 
Westinghouse Electric Co., Van- 
deventer and McRee avenues. 

William O’Shea, secretary of Lo- 
cal 42 of the laborers’ union, said 
he requested the jobs shut down 
because the carpenters were ig- 
noring an order from the AFL 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council to let laborers carry their 
materials pending settlement of a 
jurisdictional dispute between the 
unions by the AFL Building 
Trades Department at Washing- 
ton. 

Erwin Meinert, secretary of the 
Carpenters’ District Council, de- 


nied the carpenters were using . 


non-union labor, He said no non- 
union men were engaged in doing 
any of the work performed by 
members of his organization at 
Forest Park. 

With respect to the council in- 
structions, Meinert said the car- 
penters were willing to abide by 
them provided the laborers re 
spected supervision by carpenters. 
However, he asserted that the la- 
borers have refused to submit to 
supervision. 

The dispute, which has been 
growing, resulted in violence last 
month at the Sears Roebuck 
Grand and Winnebago job. It 
stems from instructions from car- 
penters’ international headquar- 
ters to take over work formerly 
performed by. laborers. 

Because of the gravity of the 
dispute, the Building Trades Coun- 
cil here appointed a five-man 
committee to cope with it.

“This grand jury also desires to 
record the fact that at times it has 
been improperly influenced by 
members of the political alliance, 
duly selected and endowed with 
responsibility of rendering certain 
legal opinions. 

Unanimous in Views. 


“It is also the desire to record 
the fact that it is unanimous and 
has been during its entire term 
to adjust the wrong, eliminate 
where possible by its power such 
cases of graft corruption, and to 
destroy any political coalition in 
its alliance with illegal or unlaw- 
ful elements which pays into or 
feeds corruptive politics. 


“This grand jury as a unit de- 
sires to recommend that in these 
indictments that are returned, and 
where the defendants are found 
guilty, that the maximum penalty 
shall be before the eyes of the 
court in the passing of judgments. 


“Investigations of the grand 
jury have indicated that office 
holders in St.- Clair county, in 
some instances, have disregarded 
the belief that ‘A Public Office 
Is a Public Trust’ and many whol- 
ly refuse to be bound by their 
oaths of office which require that 
they furnish services equal in 
value to the amount of salaries 
received, One of the most fla- 
grant cases is that of a county 
law librarian. 


“The grand jury further desires 
to recommend to the Board of 
Supervisors in a truly co-opera- 
tive spirit, that it limit its pur- 
chasing power to a certain amount 
without bids. Over this stipulated 
amount, that it be let to the pub- 
lic for bids. It further recom- 
mends that in the purchase of all 
commodities, including gasoline, 
oil and so forth, where purchase 
prices are fixed, that the pur- 
chase of such commodities be ro- 
tated to eliminate partiality and 
public criticism. 

“It also recommends that func- 
tioning committees of the Board 
of Supervisors, where possible, be 
consolidated or eliminated with 
the thought of the reduction of 
unnecessary public expense. 

Inquiry on Election. 

“The grand jury in its investiga- 
tion of the election in East St. 
Louis desires to record the fact 
that it has been thorough and 
impartial in hearing subpenaed 
and wilful evidence from which 
certain indictments covering ir- 
regularities have been returned. 
It also desires to commend the 
action of the canvass board in its 
investigation. ; 

“After visiting the various coun- 
ty institutions, the grand jury 
agrees and recommends the cor- 
rection of the sewerage disposal 
at the Detention Home. 

“This grand jury further de- 
sires to recommend to the judge 
of this court that our successors 
be impanelled immediately or as 
soon thereafter as possible in or- 
der to observe and uphold the 
laws of this county. 

“This grand jury has not failed 
in reaching its original objective.” 

The East St. Louis city officials 
investigated refused to close the 
illegal horse-race betting establish- 
ments, high stakes dice games and 
the slot-machine racket until the 
ait grand jury indicated it 

tended to crack down on gam- 
bling. More than 2200 slot ma- 
chines were in operation in St. 
Clair county at that time. 

Mayor Previously Indicted. 

The previous grand jury indicted 
Mayor Connors, Police Commis- 
sioner John E. English and for- 
mer Commissioners Albert P. Lau- 
man, Joe W. Ganschinietz and 
Leo Dougherty of East St. Louis 
Sheriff George V. 
Gruenewald for failure to suppress 
gambling. Individual indictments 
against the officials were dis- 
missed by Zerweck and a blanket 
indictment was thrown out by 
Judge Bareis as being improperly 
drawn. 

Gambling indictments returned 
by the previous grand jury still 
stand against Vincent (Vic) Doyle 
and Roy Bowman, operators of 
notorious East St. Louis casinos, 
which ran _ without police in- 
terference. Doyle’s Ringside es- 
tablishment was protected by Po- 
lice Inspector Robert Sweeney, 
who guarded the “bankroll,” which 
was transferred daily from a bank 
to the gambling house. Armed 
with a machine gun, Sweeney 
kept personal watch for possible 
holdup men, while a police car 
scouted the neighborhood. 

Findings of Election Board. 

Inspired by the present grand 
jury’s activity, the East St. Louis 
Election Canvass Board conducted 
one of the first post-election hear- 
ings in East St. Louis, with the re- 
sult that Richard Carter, an inde- 
pendent candidate for city com- 
missioner, was declared winner 
over the incumbent Ganschinietz. 

In: suppressing the indictments, 
Judge Maxwell announced: “A 
statement by the State’s Attorney's 
office reveals that none of the de- 
fendants is in custody.” 


“It is the duty of the court to 
keep the names secret until capias 
are issued and served. Publication 
of the names would give the de- 
fendants an opportunity to escape 
and evade trial.”

MARSHALL URGES 
RUSSIA TO JOIN IN 
KOREA SOLUTION

eign ministers’ conference. Pre- 
viously Molotov had obtained an 
exchange of information with 
Marshall on the situation in 
China. 

‘Grave Economrc Stress.’ 


Marshall said the United States 
commander in Korea had tried 
several times to get the commis- 
sion to function again but that 
the Soviet commander had always 
insisted on a formula “which 
would result in eliminating the 
majority of representative Korean 
leaders from the consultation.” 


The 16 months since the Moscow 
agreement have produced no prog- 
ress, Marshall pointed out, adding 
that the United States is anxious 
to get to work again on Korean 
political measures “without delay.” 


“Tt has been 19 months since 
the Japanese surrender, yet Korea 
has. profited _iittle,” Marshall 
wrote. “The country is divided 
into zones. 

“The Soviet commander in 
northern Korea has refused to 
permit freedom of movement and 
free economic exchange between 
these zones. This has precluded 
a freely chosen political amalga- 
mation of the Korean people and 
has resulted in grave economic 
distress.” 


Marshall’s proposal appeared in- 
tended to give impetus to Amer- 
ican policy at the eastern extrem- 
ity of the Soviet-diplomatic front, 
even as the Council of Foreign 
Ministers was concerned actively 
with the western extremity, in 
Germany, and President Truman’s 
Greek-Turkish policy was activat- 
ing the central sectors. 


(The United Press said it had 
learned that Marshall was pre- 
pared to initiate an economic aid 
program for southern Korea to 
make it economically independent 
of the Soviet zone if the Russians 
persist in their refusal to take 
joint action. Alternative plans 
were reported to be something of 
a combination of the United States 
proposal to aid Greece and Tur- 
key, plus the principle which 
prompted the United States. and 
Britain to merge their zones in 
Germany when § the Russians 
blocked economic unity.)

In 
these, employes refuse to handle 
goods or supplies for an employer 
even though they have no dispute 
with him. 

The provision on industry-wide 
bargaining, committee aids said, 
would still permit a far-flung 
company such as United States 
Steel to sign a contract with a 
union covering its employes in 
subsidiary firms. Competing com- 
panies, however, such as the many 
coal companies, would be unable 
to make a single contract covering 
all. 

Also approved today were pro- 
visions in the bill to bar several 
other types of specific strikes, 
such as a sympathy walkout. In 
that kind, employes strike against 
their company, even though they 
have no dispute with it, in order 
to help out another union on 
strike against its employer. 

Wagner Assails Taft Bill. 

As the Senate committee headed 
by Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, be- 
gan its voting Senator Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, assailed the 
Taft measure as an aid to the 
Communist party in stirring up 
“class warfare” and creating in- 
dustrial chaos and depression. 

Wagner asserted the bill was 
“ludicrous” and would cut the 
“heart” out of the Labor Rela- 
tions Act bearing Wagner's name. 
Moreover, he said, it is designed 
to “break the back of labor,” aid 
provide a “Roman Holiday for 
high-priced lawyers.” 

Taft told reporters the commit- 
tee is awaiting the arrival of 
Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
from out of town to complete the 
votes on some issues. 

Besides agreeing to outlaw the 
closed shop, the House committee 
voted yesterday to forbid any 
strike that does not have the 
secret ballot approval of a major- 
ity of the employes in a bargain- 
ing unit. 

The committee also voted to bar 
union intimidation and pressure 
against workers, set up a list of 
unfair labor practices for em- 
ployes, outlaw involuntary check- 
off of union dues, and create a 
new labor-management relations 
board to replace the National 
Labor Relations Board. (The 
United Press said the committee 
also approved sections aimed at 
ousting Communists as officers of 
labor unions.) 

The bill is slated to come be- 
fore the House next Tuesday. It 
is certain to meet Democratic op- 
position on the floor. 

Senate Committee Divided. 

The Senate committee is con- 
sidered to be divided 6 to 6 in its 
views on the bill, with a _ thir- 
teenth member, Senator Ives 
(Rep.), New York, in the pivotal 
position. 

Ives seems to lean toward the 
views of those in opposition to 
the measure, He told a reporter 
he is opposed to authorizing pri- 
vate parties to obtain injunctions 
to prevent strikes. This would be 
permitted under the proposed draft 
if unions violated a bar on juris- 
dictional strikes and secondary 
boycotts. 

Ives also said he is against pro- 
posed restrictions. on industry- 
wide bargaining, as well as. the 
contemplated bar on the closed 
shop and a curb on union shop 
agreements. 

Statistics On 1946 Strikes. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that wage issues 
accounted for 2238, or 44.9 per 
cent, of the 4990 work stoppages 
in 1946. These wage strikes, the 
bureau said, involved 3,710,000, or 
75.1 per cent, of the 4,940,000 work- 
ers who participated in the year’s 
stoppages. 

Bureau figures showed closed or 
union shop disputes caused about 
one of every 10 stoppages, but in- 
volved less than 5 per cent of the 
workers. Jurisdictional disputes 
accounted for 3.5 per cent of the 
stoppages involving slightly more 
than 1 per cent of the workers. 

Although the bureau report said 
AFL unions participated in 55 
per cent of the stoppages against 
33 per cent for the CIO, the num- 
ber of AFL members was only 34 
per cent of the total against 42 
per cent for the CIO. 

The bureau said the number of 
man-days of idleness in establish- 
ments directly involved by strikes 
was 124,000,000. This did not in- 
clude the secondary effects on 
establishments or industries that 
laid off workers because of short- 
ages of service or materials caused 
by walkouts. 


JEWELS VALUED AT $300,000 
FOUND IN OVERTURNED CAR 


RATON, N.M., April 11 (AP)—

“It’s fantastic, it’s wonderful,” 
exclaimed Mrs. Netcher as she and 
her husband, Irving, prepared to 
board a train carrying most of 
those hospitalized by the wreck 
to their eastern destinations.

the government obtained author- 


“Safety of the miners, accord- 


ing to his own testimony, was in} 


such jeopardy that we believe he 
should have risked his job even 
if his fear about his job was justi- 
fied.” 

The committee recommended 
that mine inspectators file copies 
of their inspection reports with 
circuit clerks in each county so 
that the information would be 
available to state’s attorneys. 

The committee also recom- 
mended legislation to avert re- 
currence of mine disasters. 

No Change in Actuat Control. 

In its 46-page report, of which 
39 pages consisted of a review of 
the evidence and exhibits and 
seven pages contained conclusive 
and recommendation, the commit- 
tee said federal seizuer of the 
mine in May 1946 for all practical 
purposes did not change the mine 
management, 

The company remained in con- 
trol of operations and the only 
result of federal seizure, the fact- 


finding committee wrote, was that 


ri to close the mine if an inspec- 
tor made an emergency report of 
“imminent danger.” 

However, the report continued, 
“there was no such report of im- 
minent danger in this case.” 

There was no evidence of any 
complaints by the United Mine 
Workers union to the Coal Mines 
Administrator about safety condi- 
tions in Mine No. 5, the report 
continued. Channels of informa- 
tion between federal inspectors 
and the Coal Administrator were 
“inherently slow,” the _ investi- 
gators found. 

“Since there was no report of 
imminent danger,” the report said, 
“we are unable to say that the 
administrator did not fulfill his 
responsibilities in this case.”

Mines closed by Lippert yester- 
day were the Prairie State Mine 
at Marissa, employing about 90 
men; the O-Kaw Coal Co., mine 
employing 60 men and the A-Kay 
Coal Co. mine employing 90 men, 
both at Lenzburg, and the Pet 
Coal Co. mine at New Athens, em- 
ploying about 45 men. 

Lippert said all four mines had 
been warned to clean up coal dust, 
spread rock-dust and to decrease 
the percentage of combustible

FAST SIDE. REGIONAL 
PLAN BODY 1S URGED 


Engineer Suggests Commis- 
sion for Madison, St. Clair 
and Jersey Counties. 


Establishment of a regional plan 

commission for Madison, St. Clair 
and Jersey counties was urged 
yesterday by Arthur F. Fitzgerald, 
an Illinois state planning engineer, 
at a gmeeting of representatives of 
municipalities in the counties in 
the office of Mayor Charles Moer- 
lien of Granite City. 
’ The commission should have the 
function of establishing zoning 
and housing regulations, and 
should prepare plans for an ade- 
quate storm-water and sewage sys- 
tem for the entire area, Fitzgerald 
said. 

The three counties, and any 
others which wish to join with 
them, need such a commission, he 
said, because their populations 
cited population increases between 
1920 and 1940 of 42,454 in Madison 
county, 30,379 in St. Clair county 
and 13,636 in Jersey county. 

“Housing facilities, within the 
larger cities in the area have not 
kept up with the population 
growth,” Fitzgerald declared “As 
a result, residential areas have 
been built up haphazardly on the 
outskirts of such cities as East 
St. Louis, Granite City, Alton, Ed- 
wardsville and Collinsville.” 

The outlying residential areas 
constitute a burden on the cities, 
he said, predicting “blight and 
economic misery” if a regional 
planning commission is not es- 
tablished. 

“A plan commission of this 
type,” he asserted, “must bring 
together city officials and laymen 
gn an unselfish effort to direct a 
program of planning that would 
affect favorably the greatest pos- 
sible mumber of people in the 
region.”

AT BUCHENWALD 


Wife of Camp Comman- 
dant, Prince Josias zu 
Waldeck Among De- 
fendants. 


DACHAU, April -11 (AP) — 
United States war crimes prose- 
cutors today demanded the death 
penady for 30 men and a woman 
charged with cruelties that killed 
5000 inmates of the notorious Bu- 
chenwald concentration camp. 


William D. Denson of Birming- 
ham, Ala., opening the trial of the 
group that operated the infamous 
camp, asserted nothing less than 
the hangman’s rope would “satisfy 
justice.” 

An eight-man military court 
convened the case exactly two 
years to the day after the late 
Gen. George S. Patton’s Third 
Army stormed into Buchenwald 
and freed 20,000 dying victims of 
Nazi cruelty. ; 

Some of the rsecuted sur- 
wivors left their Calling card out- 
side the court—two wreaths in 
memoriam for those who failed 
to live through beatings, medical 
experiments, starvation and cruel 
pranks. 

The 31 defendants included 
Iise Koch, red-haired wife of the 
camp commandant. ; 

(The United Press reported that 
physicians discovered yesterday 


that = Koch, 42 years old, is 
three months’ pregnant. It said 
an investigation was begun to de- 
termine the circumstances, since 
she has been in jail for two 
years;) 

The men, including Prince Josias 
zu Waldeck, a confidant of Adolf 
Hitler, squirmed uncomfortably on 
the hard wooden benches. 

| The Prince is the first German 
i royal blood to be tried for war 
crimes. As commander of the 
Wehrkreis (defense area) which 
included Buchenwald, the 50-year-

‘Fatal Flaw’ in Pick-Sloan} 


Plan Cited by Morris L. 
Cooke, Former REA 
Administrator. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP) 
—An autonomous Missouri Valley 
Authority, was recommended to- 
day by a consulting engineer as 
the only means of assuring “a 
culturally enriched and satis ying 
village and rural community life” 
for the 10-state area, 

In a paper written for the Iowa 
University Law Review, Morris L. 
Cooke declared: 

“People throughout the world 
are beginning to realize that it 
will be only through the type of 
organization which goes with uni- 
fied watershed development that 
we can conquer the dreadful pov- 
erty which increasingly menaces 
civilization.” 

Cooke, who was the first admin- 
istrator of the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration, now has 
offices in Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington. He was public works di- 
rector in Philadelphia before 
World War I, was chairman of a 
technical mission to Brazil in 1942, 
and represented the United States 
in negotiations over oil properties 
in Mexico, * 

The Missourl Valley, Cooke 
wrote, includes 29 per cent of the 
area of the country and about 11 
per cent of the population. It 
takes in large portions of Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Minne- 
sota, the Dakotas, Montana, 
Wyoming, all of Nebraska, and 
western Iowa. 

“Income-producing industrializa- 
tion is all but absent,” he con- 
tinued. “Obvious natural resources 
remain undeveloped, average in- 
come is low and moving lower, 
both family and community life 
are below the American standard, 


and population is declining.

land in 1930 was $39.17 an acre, 15 
cents more than in the Tennessee 
valley. By 1945, he said, TVA 
land had risen to an average value 
of $46.30, and Missouri land had 
fallen to $25.28. 

There is “an obvious and fatal 
flaw” in the Pick-Sloan plan for 
flood control and irrigation on the 
Missouri, Cooke asserted. That 
“vast and all but futile scheme” 
is based on large-scale dam build- 
ing on the river and its ieearigre 
tributaries. 

“It is what is done on the land 
that conserves water,” Cooke said, 
“It is what is done on the land 
that retards run-off and thereby 
reduces the volumes of water 
which have to be handled as 
floods downstream. 

“If steps are to be taken on 
the land, it must be done by some 
agency commissioned to operate 
on the land. This is a function 
for an autonomous watershed or 
valley authority.” 

About 45 per cent of the Mis- 
souri Valley area is covered by 
soil conservation districts, Cooke 
said, “but to be truly effective, 
these districts need valley-wide 
leadership such as would be pro- 
vided by an MVA.” 

Strong Washington lobbies of 
“cattlemen, lumber and oil inter- 
ests, railroads, the electric power 
industry, and contractors, each 
motivated somewhat differently, 
are opposing MVA just as they 
opposed and continue to oppose 
TVA,” Cooke added. 

Industrialization is basic to 
“the real growth” of the Missouri 
Valley, Cooke said, and “the most 
obvious first step is to develop 
the processing of the maximum 
volume of the foods, fibers and 
timber produced.” 

Valley leadership, he said, “is 
needed to give industrialization 
the: required tempo and a wide 
distribution.”

However, Leaders Believe 
Russia Would Increase 
Pressure If Grant Were 
Defeated.

ISTANBUL, April 11 (UP)— 
American financial assistance is 
not a matter of life and death in 
Turkey as it is in Greece. Turkey 
has the healthiest economy of any 
nation in this part of the world. 

This is the conclusion of in- 
formed observers who have sam- 
pled Turkish public opinion and 
conducted personal investigations 
in connection with President Tru- 
man’s $400,000,000 “stop Commu- 
nism” program for the Near East. 

The $150,000,000 grant proposed 
in the Truman program would 
just about cover Turkey's 1947 
budget for national defense. Turk- 
ish political leaders believe Amer- 
ican failure to approve the assist- 
ance would result in increasing 
Russian pressure for bases in the 
Dardanelles. 

Both opposition and Government 
party officials think defeat of the 
proposed aid would leave Turkey 
“standing alone” against what 
they feel is a serious threat from 
Russia. 

Turkey prospered on Allied and 
German courtship during the war. 
In direct contrast to starving 
Greece, Turkey’s larders are full. 

Farm lands here were the only 
ones in southeast Europe and the 
eastern Mediterranean to escape 
last year’s drouth and produce 
normal crops. Turkey’s foreign 
trade with Britain and the United 
States is rapidly climbing to pre- 
war levels.

In char- 
acteristically clipped sentences, 
however, Hoover outlined to the 
Post-Dispatch today the national 
juvenile crime problems and the 
answers as he sees*them after 
many years of study. He said 
he did not have enough of the 
facts on the St. Joseph murder 
to justify a conclusion. 

On National Trend. 


He was willing, however, to 
comment at length on the nation- 
al juvenile crime trend, as re- 
vealed by statistics compiled by 
the FBI, and what it would lead 
to unless checked. 

“All during the war years,” he 
said, “major crime has been on 
the upswing. It reached a 16-year 
peak in 1946. The fact that every 
5.7 minutes of the day and night 
bring a crime of murder, man- 
slaughter, rape or assault to kill 
should challenge our national leth- 
argy to crime and its causes. Now 
is the time for concerted action— 
unless we want to feel at our 
own throats the cold-blooded bru- 
tality practiced so expertly by the 
crime-talented fingers of so many 
of our nation’s children. 

“At the end of the shooting 
war, age 17 led all other age 
groups in arrests for serious 
crime. We now have a state of 
affairs where the juvenile - of- 
fender has grown up and gradu- 
ated into serious crimes of mur- 
der, robbery and assault, for age 
21 at the moment leads all other 
age groups in defiance of law and 
decency. 

“Last year there were 808 per- 
sons under 21 arrested for felon- 
ious homicides; in 1945 the total 


wholesome sport centers. 


Mothers and, more particularly, 
fathers bear the burden of mak- 
ing our average homes a training 
ground in fair play, discipline and 
character development. A child 
who is able to control his mind 
and his body, who is sound men- 
tally and physically, who daily 
lives the lessons of honesty as 
demonstrated by the good exam- 
ple of honest parents grows into 
an honest adult and a law-abiding 
citizen.” 


Asked what specific, construc- 
tive remedies he proposed for 
stopping the national juvenile 
crime trend, Hoover had a ready 
answer. 


“First,” he said, “parents should 
know their children, win their 
confidence and give sympathetic 
understanding to their problems. 

“Second, old-fashioned discipline 
should be. re-asserted. . Children 
should learn that self-discipline is 
more to be desired than self-ex- 
pression, A trip to the woodshed 
is better than a trip to the jail. 

“Third, the parents should set 
an example. The father should 
be the hero to his kids. The chil- 
dren should see the advantages of 
religious education. There should 
be greater utilization of home, 
church and-the local public school 
grounds as places of meetings. 
Too many of our school play- 
grounds are deserted after 3 
o’clock. The children often are 
in the nearby dives. 


Recreational Facilities, 


“Fourth, there should be greatly 
expanded recreational facilities 
in the neighborhood. Every child 
should be taught to exce] in at 
least one sport, even if it’s ping 
pong. That creates self-confidence. 
The parents should give every 
encouragement to such splendid 
agencies as boys’ clubs, the Boy

Two Major Factors. 

“Our problem involves two fac- 
tors. The first is the failure of 
the home itself as seat of learn- 
ing and moral guidance, the 
second is our national lethargy 
toward degrading influences in 
the daily pattern of life which are 
beyond the immediate control of 


parents. 

“The failure of the home in 
giving proper training to youth is 
emphasized by the arrest in 1946 
of 108,787 persons under 21 for 
crimes serious enough to warrant 
finger-printing. These were the 
petty offenders of the last few 
years who swiped bicycles and 
stripped automobiles. They have 
now graduated into full-fledged 
thieves, rapists and murderers. 

“Considerations beyond the im- 
mediate control of parents which 
may leave lifetime impressions 
and scars on young people can be 
' found in salacious literature, lewd 
suggestive advertisements, motion 


pictures and radio programs that} 


glorify crime and the criminal, 
and in the dives of cheap places 
of amusement that are opened to 
youngsters by their greedy oper- 
ators. That we tolerate such 
breeding places of crime is a 
national scandal. 
Solution Lies in Homes, 
“The first group of youngsters 
embraces that vast contingent of 
youth who have accounted for al- 
most 17 per cent of all major 
crime in 1946; This group and 
those teen-agers before them who 
e enmeshed in war-year 
crimes must be rehabilitated. 
“The second group comprises 
the remainder of our young peo- 
ple who may have become exposed 
to maladjustments of wartime liv- 
ing, lowered moral standards, the 
excitement and strain that accom- 
panies a nation at war, easy 
money and kindred causative con- 
siderations that invite the germ 
of crime to take effect. 
“Their homes must again be- 
come the center of attraction.

“The city authorities should 
keep spot maps of neighborhoods 
showing the infection of juvenile 
crime, I should like to see the 
newspapers publish these spot 
maps frequently to show what 
areas need special attention by 
way of more recreational facili- 
ties, more boys’ and girls’ clubs 
and other wholesome inducements 
to a normal life. If these maps 
show two or three blocks as per- 
sistent centers of crime, there 
should be a city-wide effort to 
co-ordinate all agencies to clean 
up the area. 

“Fifth, the city should build up 

respect for its law enforcement 
agents, This means that the police 
should learn that crime preven- 
tion is more important than crime 
detection. This requires adequate 
personnel with high standards. 
The children’s cry should not be, 
‘look out, here comes the cop.’” 
* Hoover thinks that it is penny- 
wise and pound foolish to cut 
down on local police appropria- 
tions and such civic agencies as 
child vocational guidance clinics 
where the parents can learn what 
is wrong with their children. It 
is his view that it is the local 
community’s job to bolster the 
individual homes by eliminating 
the cesspools of crime and the 
dives and clip joints that breed 
crimes. This local view breaks 
down td individuals and their 
leadership. 

“The local business man,” he 
said, “is needed as much as the 
clergyman, the teacher, and the 
public official in organizing a 
community-wide offensive against 
juvenile crime. How effective is 
your leadership in your neighbor- 
hood? Do you know the assets and 
liabilities of your community? If 
you don’t know this first you will 
nevér know where to begin. If 
you do, your community can make 


a quick attack on the heart of the 
problem.”

MOSCOW, April 11 (UP)—Ilya 
Ehrenburg, writing in the Com- 
munist publication Culture and 
Life, condemned the United States 
State Department broadcasts to 
Russia today as “not the voice of 
the American people but an echo 
of reactionary voices.” 

The first Soviet press attack on 
the American broadcasts occupied 
two-thirds of a page in Culture 
and Life, published by the Com- 
munist party propaganda commit- 
tee. Ehrenburg is one of the 
Soviet ‘Union's leading writers. 

The writer gave many quota- 
tions from the broadcasts to show 
their “falseness.” Alongside them 
he gave what he called the true 
picture of the circumstances on 
which the American radio had 
attempted to mislead the Soviet 
people. 

Ehrenburg wrote that 
“Voice of America” had engaged

persons giving the name of Georgi 
Georgievich Otvetov to answer 
questions. (Otvetov in Russian 
means answer.) 

‘“T must confess that I have a 
number of questions to ask Georgi 
Georgievich,” the publicist wrote.

-truth in your broadcasts? If you 
want a development of friendship, 
why plant hostility by your words?

INSTON CHURCHILL said

bands in Greece on Dec, 6, 1944, 
the Communists would have taken 
over Greece. The defeat of the 
Communist coup d’etat was neces- 
sary, he said, to insure free elec- 
tions in Greece. 


Churchill wrote, “Not only has 
the Communist peril been recog- 
nized as the gravest that now 
overhangs the world, but a series 
of measures of a resolute charac- 
ter has been taken to resist fur- 
ther encroachments and expansion 
by the Russian Soviet State in 
Europe and Asia.” 


He added that the recent declar- 


it plain that vital American inter- 
ests and duties exist in the eastern 
Mediterranean and throughout the 
Middle East, and that the United 
States Government will not allow 
these interests to be molested or 
undermined. 


Churchill pointed out that this 
policy backs up the statements 
that he made in his controversial 
speech in Fulton, Mo., March 5, 
1946, when he warned against 
Russian expansion and asked for 
close Anglo-American co-opera- 
tion. 

“On Greek affairs in 1944-45 I 
seemed to find myself out of 
step,” he asserted, “But today it 
seems I was pursuing the exact 
policy which, little more than two 
years later, the United States has 
adopted with strong conviction.” 
“All the talk and denunciation 
of British imperialism in Greece 
was sheer nonsense,” Churchill 
said, “We had no special inter- 
est to serve, except the cause of 
freedom; and many others are in- 
volved in that. We sought and 
seek nothing from Greece but to 
give her a fair chance of revival, 
and thus do our duty to which 


we had pledged ourselves by long 


sentiment and alliance.” 
Churchill further stated that 
“the ambitions of this mighty 


Communist empire and oligarchy 


go far beyond the dreams of 
The domination of 
the whole of the Balkan peninsula 
by Communist rule, under Soviet 
guidance, and the conquest, and 
probably incorporation, of Turkey 
are the two immediate objects 
of Russian desire.” 


SPANISH EXILE GOVERNMENT 
REJECTS MONARCHY SCHEME 


PARIS, April 11 (AP) — The 
Spanish Republican Government 
in Exile said today it never would 
“accept any transfer of power 
whereby any regime other than 
the republic would be established 
in Spain without an election with 
all liberties guaranteed.” 

Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
on March 31 drafted a decree pro- 
claiming Spain a traditional mon- 
archy and giving himself, as chief 
of state, the right to propose his 
own successor—either king or re- 
gent—whenever he wished, with a 
“council of the kingdom” advis- 
ing him. 

The Republican government’s 
statement said the Republicans 
wanted to act in accord with those 
whose aim was to oust the Franco 
government but expressed “aston- 
ishment and, regret at the fact 
that certain governments, after 
having so much condemned in 
political declarations the Franco 
regime, thereupon sign with it 
treaties or economic pacts which 
could only contribute to its 
strengthening.” Britain announced 
April 3 it had made a monetary 
exchange agreement with Spain. 


TOP NAZI GENERALS 
PAID IN FOOD FOR 
WORK ON FARMS 


LONDON, April 11 (AP)—Old 
men in shabby uniforms who once 
barked commands to the Nazi war 
machine now potter around vege- 
table plots, make toys or go out 
to work as farm laborers. 

At Bridgend, South Wales, some 
180 senior German officers—none 
lower than major general or rear 
admiral—live in black concrete 
huts, subdued and often querulous. 
Sometimes there is a gap, when one 
or more is flown to Germany to 
testify for a war crimes trial. 
Field Marshal Karl Gerd von 
Rundstedt is there now. 

German officers are not com- 
pelled to work. But if they wish 
to supplement their 2000 calories 
a day camp fare with workers’ 
supplementary rations they may 
go out as hired labor on farms 
or in nearby forests.

This is one of the first 


things the economists watch for as warning of a readjustment and 


possible recession. 


In general, American industrial 
production is running ahead of 
last year and employment is 
high. Preceding articles in this 
series indicated the postwar boom 
is expected to continue for at 
least another three months, after 
which most economists expect 
some sort of a recession, or “re- 
adjustment.” 

St. Louis, Kansas City, Dallas 
and San Francisco are among the 
centers where the fall in depart- 
ment store unit sales is most 
noticeable, according to a survey 
made by Associated Press bureaus 
throughout the country. A pro- 
duction decline is reported from 
Philadelphia. 

St. Louis Area Report, 


The St. Louis report said that 
over-all industrial activity of the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District 
shows an increase over last year. 
William H. Sted, vice president 
of the district bank, expects the 
increase to continue through 1947. 
Manufacturing output increased, 
lumber and Kentucky distillery 
production are up. Meat packing 
declined seasonally, coal and oil 
production fell and the number 
of building permits issued de- 
clined in the first two months of 
this year. Retail sales were down 
in February and early March, but 
sale of durable goods was up. 


In general, however, business 
throughout the country is boom- 
ing. The public still needs auto- 
mobiles, refrigerators, electrical 
appliances and other durable 
goods, 

The amount in circulation last 
week was $28,247,000,000, up $77,- 
000,000 from the preceding week 
and $335,000,000 more than a year 
ago. It was only slightly below 
the record high of $29,163,000,000 
for the Christmas period ending 
Dec. 26 last.

Lawrence noted that most FM applica 
tions have come from groups already 
engaged in broadcasting, but that many 
FM channels remain open for newcom- 
ers who might develop new program 
ideas.) What guarantee have we that 
commercialism which is now lowering 
the cultural value of radio will be re- 
duced when FM takes over? 


As long as industry is to sponsor ra- 
dio entertainment, then programs will 
be directed at the majority. That’s only 
good business, and the industries hav- 
ing fair enough profit margins to sup- 
port minority directed programs are few 
and far between. In times of economic 
atress the additional “overhead” of such 
programs would justify their being 
dropped, 

I believe that the problem is very 
basic. The wrong people gre sponsor- 
ing radio.. They are people who are in- 
terested in selling, not in meeting the 
population’s many varied cultural and 
entertainment demands. The recent 
novel, “The Hucksters,” which is a ra- 
dio advertising expose, bears this out. 

The advertisers must be complimented 
for their great part in the elevation of 
radjo as a public service. At the start, 
industry was fully aware that radio is 
public property and conducted programs 
accordingly. Lately, as we all know, 
“the trust has been betrayed in favor 
of a fortune.” 

Radio has come of age. There is no 
longer the skepticism about the future 
of radio. Radio should be given back 
to the public—completely and without 
reservation. The people should be the 
guiding hand of the radio medium. They 
should choose the program content 
(even with all their varied interests). 
Their choice should be immediately 
available to them at times convenient 
to them. FM will not do this, but the 
war has produced many electronic ad- 
vances which will do just that. 

Any wide-awake community should 
make itself aware of new things and 
not concentrate upon the building of a 
new highway for old traffic.

Reckless Railroading 


An inexcusable act of negligence caused the 
deaths of 24 persons and the injury of 138 in 
the wreck of the Pennsylvania Railroad’s “Red 
Arrow” near Altoona, Pa., Feb. 18. This acci- 
dent has been followed by an epidemic of rail- 
road wrecks totaling seven in as many days. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission finds that the 


train was speeding at more than 65 miles an. 


hour downgrade and round a curve where the 
speed limit was 30 to 35 miles an hour. Only 
two miles ahead, furthermore, was another curve 
round which the speed limit was 19 miles an 
hour. 

Was it the negligence of the two engineers 
(one of whom is dead) or of the policy-making 
officials of the company? Did the engineers, 
running an hour late, feel that they must make 
up the time, regardless of speed limits, to avoid 
the company’s displeasure? Or did they simply 


not know, as the surviving engineer says, that 


they were exceeding the speed limit? Neither 
of the two locomotives was equipped with a 
speedometer, which is a plain case of negligence 
on the part of the company. «If an engineer is 
to be held responsible for staying: within the 
speed limit, he has got to have the instrument 
that will tell him the speed at which he is going. 

Whatever the reason for it, the amount of fast 


and reckless railroading, and its toll in lives, are 


shocking. In the past five years alone, 97 per- 
sons have lost their lives and 586 have been in- 
jured in accidents involving excessive speed. 

There was the wreck of the Southern Pacific’s 
“Challenger” Nov.-8, 1944, near Colfax, Calif. It 
was traveling at excessive speed—more than 55 
miles an hour—round a curve where the speed 
limit was 35 miles an hour. The resulting wreck 
killed nine and injured 206. 

On July 3, 1944, an Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe train which, the ICC found later, was running 
at high speed, wrecked near Maine, Ariz., killing 
four and injuring 126. Barely a month later, on 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, near Shel- 
bina, Mo., a train going 50 miles an hour failed 
to reduce its speed to the 10-mile-an-hour limit 
as it entered a siding, and derailed, killing one 
and injuring eight. 

The accident at the Etzel avenue grade cross- 
ing of the Wabash Railroad in St. Louis on Jan. 
23, 1944, was another horror story of excessive 
speed. The passenger train that was in collision 
with a Public Service Co. bus was running 30 
miles an hour, although the speed limit was 10. 
Fifteen persons were killed and eight were in- 
jured., 

The wreck of the Burlington’s “Exposition 
Flyer” and “Advance Flyer” in Naperville, IIl., 
in April of last year involved a number of 
causes, of which the speed of the two trains 
was, under the circumstances, one of the least 
defensible. 

Here were two trains traveling, one behind the 
other on a single track, at a speed of 85 miles 


an hour, yet spaced only three minutes apart.. 


If the first train should stop unexpectedly, the 
second train.would have only three minutes to 
come to a standstill, and at that speed it takes 
a mile or a mile and a half to bring a train to 
a stop. It did stop unexpectedly, and the second 


train plowed into it, killing 44 and injuring more ~ 


than 100. 

The painful fact is that the railroads are —_ 
ing to compete in twentieth century speed but 
with nineteenth century equipment for doing so 
safely. Such railroads as want to continue to 
operate without speedometers, without two-way 
radio, without automatic train control and other 
modern safety safeguards for modern speeds, 
should resign themselves to jogging along at the 
leisurely pace to which their equipment entitles 
them. If they want to compete with the airlines 
in speed, they should be required to equip them- 
selves with the devices that will make high 
speed safe. In addition, speed limits should be 
rigorously enforced, regardless of schedules, for 
no amount of safety equipment can make reck- 
lessness safe. 
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Where Was re Prosecutor? 


‘Without doubt, William R. Johnston of Law- 
rence County, Mo., is a criminal. As a youth 
he served sentences in two state reformatories. 
‘He was sentenced to 20 years in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City for robbery. In the peniten- 
tiary he proceeded to compile a “bad record” 
and to become, in the words of prison officials, 
“a dangerous man.” He killed another convict 
in what he said was self-defense. Guards ques- 
tioned him in the killing of still another convict. 
He broke out twice and was twice recaptured. 

Yet today he is a free man, following issu- 
ance of a habeas corpus writ by Circuit Judge 
Sam C. Blair of Cole County. The explanation 
is that the information on which he was charged 
was faulty. The particular fault is that the in- 
formation failed to allege that the robbery was 
committed “upon the person and in the pres- 
ence of the victim.” 

This is not in criticism of the court. Judge 
Blair followed the historic procedure. But why 
did the prosecutor who drew the first informa- 
tion not correct it when he had the opportu- 
nity? After a hearing, Judge Blair gave the At- 
torney General’s department time to file addi- 
tional legal authorities. Those charged with law 
enforcement had a special obligation in this in- 
stance to protect society against this demon- 
stratedly harmful character. 
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Remember the good old days when oil was a 
lubricant instead of an irritant? 
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hi to Price Reductions 

From Washington come reports that indus- 
trialists are saying that they would like to get 
together and agree on price reductions such as 
are being asked by President Truman and the 
Department of Commerce. 

But, the story goes, they are afraid to talk 
over price cuts for fear of prosecution by a 
literal-minded Department of Justice. The Su- 
preme Court has interpreted the antitrust laws 
in a way that seems to make it illegal for busi- 
ness men to agree on price changes, either up 
or down. 

It all sounds like nonsense to us. Has indus- 
try forgotten those memorable dinners held by 
the late Judge Gary, when steel men drank 
wine, ate steaks, told jokes and came : way with 
a purely intuitive knowledge of what would be 
the next quoted price of steel? There's nothing 
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in the nature of intuition that keeps it from 
working as well for a price reduction as for a 
price increase. 

Why does there have to be an agreement to 
reduce prices, anyway? Why not some competi- 
tive price reductions to attract customers? 
Where is that “competitive capitalism” which 


‘ the N.A.M., the United States Chamber of Com- 


merce, and the monthly bulletins of our large 
banks say is the system we live under? 
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Ah, Well... 


The American press is, to judge from what 
part of it says, in some sort of unspecified dan- 
ger because it has been criticized. This we 
gather from reading Egitor & Publisher, a trade 
publication, and it leaves us limp. 

As a matter of terrible fact, there has been a 
report. Some newspapers think it subversive. 
It came from the Commission on Freedom of 
the Press, a not very underground organization 
headed by Robert Hutchins, who presides over 
that hotbed of public education, the University 
of Chicago. Moreover, the report was financed 
by Henry Luce, who publishes such manifestos 
as Time, Life and Fortune. 

The Chicago .Tribune finds “New Deal so- 
cialism” and “internationalism” in the report, 
not to mention other threats to Publisher Mc- 
Cormick’s peace of mind. Even the usually 
calm New York Herald Tribune suspects left- 
wingism. One press spokesman—himself a pub- 
lic relations counselor—thinks the commission 
gagged the press. 

Gagged? This report is so filled with flaming 
abstractions and revolutionary doubletalk that it 
leaves readers gagging. What it says, as nearly 
as any human can decipher, is that the press is 
not always as good as it should be. From the 
way a few newspapers reacted, they must have 
thought something personal was intended. 

Editor & Publisher sums it all up as the work 
of “the professors,” thereby indicating that the 
report is incompetent, irrelevant and erudite. 
Professors, it seems, shouldn’t talk. But then 
Editor & Publisher quotes numerous other pro- 
fessors (of journalism, of course) in defense of 
the press. So professors, it seems, all depend. 

Such a furor! People might think freedom of 
the press was about to be smothered under a 
pile of Dr. Hutchins’s Great Books. But at last 
edition time, all publications were still publish- 
ing, notwithstanding Tovarisch Hutchins and 
others in his academic commissariat. 

Well, as one battered pugilist said to another, 
“You can dish it out, but can you take it?” The 
press is not going to defend its virtue by lifting 
its skirts. What's all the excitement about? 
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Near-Disaster at the Astor

Magazine should read free press study for which it paid $200,000, 
editor suggests; this report advised complete separatjon of news 
from opinion; yet analysis of Time news story shows it full of 
opinionated matter; asks why Time found report “disappointing.”

In view of the fact that the public must 
ultimately implement a foreign policy, even 
to the extent of fighting for it, it is rea- 
sonable that it demands accurate informa- 
tion. And where can it get this informa- 
tion? Naturally from the democratic 
means of communications, the newspapers, 
magazines, radio, movies, 


In December, 1942, to check these means 
of communications to determine what kind 
of a job they were doing, Time, Inc., gave 
$200,000 to defray the cost of a study of 
“A Free and Responsible Press.” 


The report of the scholars came out last 
month. The pamphlet was received with 
little enthusiasm by Time magazine, which 
declared in a news story on March 31, that 
“for the time and money, and the caliber 
of the men, it was a disappointing report.” 


Time Prints the “News” 


What did the report contain that was 
“disappointing” and that Time magazine 
declared a sizable portion of the United 
States press didn’t want? 
a couple of excerpts: 


“Of equal importance with reportorial ac- 
curacy are the identification of fact as fact 
and opinion as opinion, and their separa- 
tion, so far as is possible.” 
unit of the press is an advocate or a com- 
mon carrier, it ought to identify the source 
of its facts, opinions and arguments so that 
the reader or listener can judge them.” 


With that little introduction, I would like 
to reprint from Time magazine of April 7 
the first paragraphs of a “news” story on 
foreign policy and the world situation: 


“Said a United States War Department 
political strategist last week: 


“"There is a lesser possibility of a shoot- 
ing war today than at any time since 1935 
or 1936. The situation in Greece relaxed 
the day the President made his speech. In 
fact, the Russians, having wintered in Ger- 
many, Austria and Bulgaria, are going 
home for the spring plowing.’ 


On the Optimistic Side 


“This statement was a bit on the opti- 
mistic side, but it seemed to point up an 
important (though generally disputed) 
truth: the danger of war has not much to 
do with good or ill feeling between nations. 


“For example, the chance of war within 
five years between the United States and 
Russia was probably greatest during the 
era of good feeling in 1944-45, when the 
United States was making concessions 
which, if extended as the Russians tried to 
extend them, would have placed Europe 
and North China in Soviet hands. If the 
Unitéd States had waked up to confront 
Soviet power of that magnitude, war would 
have been imminent, 

“But the era of good feeling ended in 
1946, and the Truman doctrine of 1947 
stated a United States intention to contain 
Soviet power with (approximately) its pres- 
ent limits (i. e., within limits which do not 
make a war with the United States an at- 
tractive risk for the Russians). 

“The improved prospect for peace be- 
tween the United States and Russia also 
increases the United Nations’ chance for 
survival and growth. All realists at the

Because 
news reporting without identification of 
fact and opinion and without identification 
of source in the long run is bound to louse 
things up for America and for a press, in- 
cluding Time, that prizes its freedom.

Palestine Problem

The voluminous publication of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference sets the stage for 
our two books on Palestine. The documents 
captured in Germany and introduced as 
evidence in Nuernberg reveal a brutality, 
vileness and moral disintegration which 
civilized people can hardly imagine. 

The documents prove that the extermi- 


‘nation of 6,000,000 Jews by the Nazis was 


coldly planried and executed, often against — 
the will of the Gentile community. 

Suffice it to quote one sentence from the 
report of an SS general on the liquidation 
of Jews in Latvia and Lithuania: “Native 
anti-Semitic forces were induced to start 
pogroms against Jews during the first 
hours after capture, though this induce- 
ment proved to be very difficult.” It is 
doubtful whether there is any analogy in 
history for this orgy of hatred, 
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When the war was over and the Jewish 
people looked with sorrow at the 1,500,000 — 
survivors of European Jewry, they could 
not help but feel that as far as the Jews ~ 
are concerned Hitler had won a complete 
victory. Those who had survived the gas 
chambers and concentration camps were 
looking toward Palestine as the only solu- 
tion of their problem. 

Nevill Barbour does not agree with them. | 
He does not deny that the plight of the . 
Jews is appalling—but why Palestine? — 
Why couldn’t the Jews help rebuild Europe | 
or go to South America? 

The Jews, he asserts, have no legal or 
historic right to Palestine. Immigration | 
into Palestine, he holds, is “a grave in- 
justice to the Arab population.” His main 
argument is that the Jews displace the 
Arabs and that the economic absorptive 
capacity of the country is exhausted. Bar- 
bour discards the opinion of most experts | 
who believe that there is plenty of room 
in Palestine, but he can do so only by 
minimizing the Jewish achievements, and 
by exaggerating Arab hostility. 
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Bartley Crum, a member of the Anglo- 
American Committee of Inquiry on Pales- 
tine, has come much closer to the problem. 
He states frankly: “The community of in- 
terests of the kings, sheiks, and effendis 
in the various Arab lands is unquestionably 
the main factor behind the sé¢emingly 
united front of the Arab states in their 
fight against Zionism. . . . To them, as 
distinct from the multitudes of the Arab 
peoples, Zionism’s social and technical in- 
novations are a threat because they mean 
lifting the masses from their ignorance 
and serfdom.” 

Through his observations in Palestine, 
the author came to this conclusion: “The 
basic truth of Arab-Jewish life in Palestine 
is that political conflict on high levels does 
not affect the relations among the men on 
the street.” The nearer an Arab village 
was to a Jewish colony, Crum continues, 
“the better its economic, social and health 
conditions.” 


The author is convinced that the Zionists 
are not enemies of the Arabs and that 
Jewish immigration will finally prove to 
be a factor of progress and political stabil- 
ity. Crum points an accusing finger at the 
British administration which he says has 
done much to split Arabs and Jews and 
which must take responsibility for the 
chaos existing today. He says also that it 
was the State Department's practice to 
“appease” the Arabs whenever Roosevelt 
or Truman made a promise to the Jews.

Answers to the Charges. 


It is essential that Kuropeans 
should know these facts when con- 
sidering the case of a once emi- 
nent American who is now abroad 
to seek support against the gouv- 
ernment of his own country. 

As for the charges themselves, 
well, here are my answers. 

1. Im sm. Bunk. Unless 
with Lenin you believe that capi- 
talist nations are inevitabiy im- 
perialistic.” The United States is 
definitely not trying to build up an 
overseas empire. Conte rary 
Americans are not imperially 
minded. The danger now is, not 
that they may use their unsought 
power to prevent aggression but 
that they may refrain from doing 
s0—as in 1939. 

2. Mingling in European Af- 
fairs. Twice in one generation 
Americans have died in Europe to 
preserve their freedom—and yours. 
It is solely in order to forestall a 
third European campaign that we 
are intervening in Greece and 
Turkey at the present time.

3. Provoking the Soviet Union 
to War. Since 1939 the Soviet 
Union has annexed nearly 20 
million human beings and subju- 
gated a 100 million more. None 
of them, with the possible excep- 
tion of the Czechs, have welcomed 
Soviet rule. Such expansion is a 
danger to all non-Communist

4, Diplomacy. During 
the war we put our wealth as well 
as our lives behind defeating the 
Axis.

5. Promoting Fascism. Rubbish. 
In no country have we even helped 


introduce fascism .except—uncon- 
sciously—in Spain. In Argentina 
we have reluctantly refrained from 
eliminating it by force. In Greece 
and China, we have supported old- 
fashioned conservatism against 
Communists who, if successful, 
would side with Soviet power 
against democracy. — 

6. Opposing Socialism. Not guilty. 
As beneficiaries of capitalism, 
most Americans feel that state so- 
cialism is not the key to a better 
life. But where—as in Britain— 
socialism is accompanied by the 
maintenance of basic freedoms, 
the majority of Americans sincere- 


ceed. This applies to the rest of 
the world as well. 
U.S.A. has defended socialism 
against the Russians. 

7. Opposing _Communism. Yes 
and no. We find Communism ob- 
jectionable particularly because, 
unlike former despotisms, it dis- 
guises serfdom as ‘diberation.”

DEMOCRACY’ CHANCE 


Ethan Colton Discusses Sit- 
uation There for Fund 
Drive Here. 


- Church groups have the best op- 
portunity to swing Germany away 
from totalitarianism to democracy, 
Ethan T. Colton, executive direc- 
tor of the Y.M.C.A. War Prison- 
ers Aid Services, said here yester- 
day. 

He gave two speeches at the 

Downtown Y.M.C.A. yesterday and 
addressed other branches of the 
organization today. The St. Louis 
Y.M.C.A. is conducting a cam- 
paign to raise $751,920. 
‘+ “The only Germans who feel 
that Germany is responsible for 
the war are the members of 
churches,” Colton declared. “While 
the masses of Germans are as- 
suming no responsibility for their 
present’ situation, the church 
groups are shouldering the war 
guilt and telling the Germans} 
they deserved to lose the war.” 

Russia and the western democ- 
racies, he said, are battling for 
the control of Germany. 

“Communism prospers on dis- 
satisfactions and evils,” the speak- 
er asserted. “It is up to the 
United States to eliminate as 
many evils as possible so that 
peoples will follow their natural 
bent for freedom and democracy. 
If we can stabilize Europe eco- 
nomically and spiritually, we can 
win out.” | 

Only the United States is able to 
bear the burden of the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe in opposition to 
Russia, Colton said. The United 
States, he said, must defend and 
represent the European urge for 
democracy. 

“If totalitarianism takes over in 
Germany, none of Europe can es- 
cape it,” the speaker predicted.

“Where supply is overtaking de- 
mand, some prices are Bi a ge 
to fall, Stability in prices — an 
lower prices—will be attained 
most effectively by keeping pro- 
dug¢tion at full tide. 
rd another round of strikes.” 


The chamber agreed that con- 
tinued price increases would be 
dangerous and that reductions 
were desirable as conditions war- 
ranted, but it said it was unfair 
to hold business responsible for 
the sharp rises in the cost of liv- 
ing in recent months. 


“The Government,” the Cham- 
ber said, “urges price reductions 
for consumer goods, but discour- 
ages price reductions for farm 
commodities. Labor’s successful 
efforts in obtaining wage in- 
creases have been reflected in the 
price structure, It is now demand- 
ing a second round of wage in- 
creases,” 


Earl Bunting, president of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers; complained that Truman 
was ignoring the responsibility of 
Government and labor to co-oper- 
ate in the necessary lowering of 
price levels. He said manufac- 
turing had increased prices less 
than other elements of the na- 
tional economy, estimating the 
hike’ at 75 per cent since 1939. 
Agricultural prices have increased 
180 per cent and raw materials 
1385 per cent since that time, 
Bunting said.

Delightful Fantasy | 
. A brilliant invasion of the difficult field of fantasy has been 
accomplished by the English writer-director-producer team 
éf Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger in “STAIRWAY 
TO HEAVEN,” which opened yesterday at the ST. LOUIS 
THEATER. 

Their fantasy is told in the terms of the 
hallucinations of a young English pilot who 
jumps from his burning bomber {nto the 
English channel without a parachute and is 
washed ashore miraculously alive. He suf- 
r fers a brain injury and is obsessed with the 

: idea that his escape has unbalanced Heaven's 
books and Heaven is out to claim him. A Heavenly messenger 
in the form of a foppish French noble who was guillotined 
during the French Revolution pesters him to come to the 
other world. Finally, as he is being actually operated upon 
on earth, he imagines he is standing trial in Heaven on his 
@ppeal from the summons. The love of an American WAC 
turns the scales in his favor, and obtains for him a long stay 
on earth. 

There is nothing particularly original about this bare skele- 
ton of the plot. But Powell and Pressburger have told their 
story with charm and wit, and with delightful touches, It 


is beautifully produced in Technicolor, and finely acted by 


David Niven as the pilot, Kim Hunter as the WAC, Roger 
Livesey as a physician friend who is killed and becomes 
Niven's defense counsel in the Heavenly trial, and Raymond 
Massey as a sardonic cosmic prosecutor,.the first American 
killed by the British in the American Revolution, 

The Heaven depicted is a brisk orderly affair in a grey 
monotone at the top of a gigantic escalator. (“We're starved 
for Technicolor up here,” sighs the messenger.) Typical satiric 
touches are the rush for the coke dispensing machine by an 
American air crew immediately on entering Heaven, the preju- 
dice of the jury against all Englishmen, the taking of a tear 
from the cheek of the WAC and gently placing it on a rose 
as the No. 1 defense exhibit in the trial.

: Busch gains his turbulence and his excite- 
ment from the clash of strong emotions. New Mexico of the 
tarn of the century, with some magnificent butte scenery, 
provides the canvas for a‘ dark tale of violence and bitter 
hatreds, of a mam, scarred by the memory of a feud gun 
fight of his childhood which wiped out his family, still pursued 
by a malevolent enemy determifed to kill him, too, Through 
careful direction and e good acting by Judith Anderson, 
Robert Mitchum, Teresa Wright (Mrs. Busch in real life) Dean 
Jagger, and a promising newcomer, John Rodney, it builds and 
maintains tension and realism. 

Busch is no Eugene O'Neill, however, and his materials 
seem too strong for him at the end, so that the dramatic line 
slips away from him, leaving the denouement just a little weak, 
However, it still remains an absorbing effort, probably the 
most intelligent Western since “The Ox-Bow Incident.”

Always to 
Be Accurate

LMOST RIGHT won’t do. A 

miss is as good as a mile. 

Teach children accuracy. If a 
line is to be drawn through a 
point, it must go through it—not 
under, over or beside it. The two 
Pieces of lumber that must meet 
in a workmanship joint must be 
exactly measured, fitted and set. 
There must not be a fraction of 
error in the finished job. The ad- 
dition of a column of figures must 
be correct. “Nearly,” one unit 
out of the way, will not serve. 
Error is waste and cannot serve 


us. 
Children cannot understand 
why a teacher marks an example 
wrong because he left the decimal 
point out. But that decimial point 
is the heart of the matter. True, 
it is only a dot, as a pleading 
mother said to the teacher. But 
that dot in the wrong place is a 
major: error. Children must be 
taught the responsibility that a 
decimal point carries.

WHEN A PUPIL writes the 
name of a city with a smal letter 
instead of the essential capital, 
that word is to be marked wrong. 
Written spelling must be accurate 
or it is not written spelling. Plac- 
ing the “i” in the wrong place in 
a word like “receive” makes the 
spelling wrong. The pupil must be 
shown the mistake and taught the 
right way. Is it too bad to mark 
him down for just one little let- 
ter? No, for inaccuracy is an edu- 
cational crime, 

When a pupil is assigned a les- 
son in which accuracy is obtain- 
able, he must be held to the high- 
est standard. His dates in history 
must be exact; the lines of poetry 
he learns, exact; the examples he 
does, perfect. So it is with spell- 
ing, and handwork executed with 


tools.

WHEN EMOTION enters the 
field, exactness cannot be demand- 
ed. There“can be no such stand- 
ards in a creative work. There 
must be room for the dream. But 
sloppy drawing, messy — color, 
blurred masses, no. The dream is 
intangible, but the hands that ex- 
ecute the dream must be skilled, 
accurate, strong to do their work 
at the highest standard. The real 
artist is first a fine craftsman. 

What we need, what we must 
have in worthwhile education, is 
the high standard, No getting by, 
no slipshod work, no “nearlies.” 
Hold a pupil to his best, make 
him reach, make him stretch him- 
self to gain the heights he longs 
to touch. Nearly just won’t do.

Goofy Doings on "Lead a Band'—Radio Review 


By John Crosby 


OR some time now it has 
F been apparent that it’s a 

lot easier and infinitely less 
expensive to excite the exhibi- 
tionism and latent frustrations 
of radio listeners than to pur- 
chases talent for d radio pro- 
gram. If you can stimulate 
the listener’s avarice, that’s 
even better. 

The program which to my 
mind combines al] these un- 
pleasant virtues most skillfully 
is Sammy Kaye’s “So You 
Want to Lead a Band,” on 
Monday nights. On this pro- 
gram a man has a. chance to 
make a foolish person of him- 
self with the greatest possible as- 
sistance froma very noisy audi- 
ence. He can wave a stick here 
and there- and listen to a band 
respond. He has the sweet pleas- 
ure of telling Kaye the answers 
to all those inevitable ques- 
tions. (What’s your name? 
Where are you from? What do 
you do? What makes you think 
you can lead a band? Why do 
you want to lead a band?) The 
answers to that last question 
are never quite satisfactory. 
The desire to lead a band is 
apparently one of those basic 
instincts, which like the mass 
suicide of the lemmings, is 
powerful but unexplainable. 


Right now Kaye is conduct- 
ing what he calls “a battle of 
the ages.” As I understand it, 
preliminary contests have been 
waged week after week to pick 
out representatives of four age 
groups which Kaye designates 
as the teen-agers, “the roaring 
twenties,” the “thrilling - thir- 
ties,” and the “life begins at 
forties.” Ultimately the finals 
will be held in Carnegie Hall 
and the winner will get $1000 
and probably a lot of kitchen- 
ware. 

The format of the program is 
simplicity itself. Atter extract- 
ing the vital statistics from his 
frustrated amateur, Mr. Kaye 
leads him to the podium and, 
I guess, hands him a baton. The 
amateur waves his arms and 
the band makes noises of vary- 
ing degrees of frightfulness. 
The audience shrieks, whistles 
and howls with laughter. 

This isn’t nearly enough 
racket to suit Mr. Kaye so he 
accompanies the music and 
laughter with a running com- 
mentary at the top of his 
lungs. “He’s all over the stage. 
He’s weaving up and down. 
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Very nice!” That last comment 
is in direct contradiction to all 
my finer sensibilities but then 
maybe it sound differently in 
the studio. 

Some of the amateurs have 
apparently developed their 
sense of rhythm by listening to 
leaking water faucets, in which 
case the band sounds like a 
record on a broken phono- 
graph. Others start out with a 
fine flourish and don’t know 
how to stop the darn thing.

ELL, they finally tore down 
Wine house that Roy built. 
Much ado raised by the 
Missouri Historical Society and 
other such civic stalwarts failed to 
halt the wreckers as they ripped 
off the old roof boards and re- 
moved the weather-beaten lime- 
stone blocks of the 118-year-old 
structure on South Second street, 
just north of Plum street.

latter marriage, set out acquiring. 


land by grant and deed. On 600 
arpents .(an old French measure 
of land) obtained from Pierre 
Chouteay Sr. of St. Louis, he 
founded Cote sans Dessein (“the 
hill without design”) near the 
Missouri River close to its junc- 
tion with the Osage. 

In 1815 the Cote was attacked 
by a group of Sac, Fox and Iowa 
Indians who apparently failed to 
hear a radio announcement the 
previous December that their al- 
lies, the British, had lost the war 
of 1812. 

One account says the Indians, 
failing to capture the blockhouse, 
sought to destroy it by shooting 
burning arrows on the roof, Just 
as it appeared the place had been

saved by using all the available 
water, the flames broke out afresh 
in one spot. 

Roy threw up his hands, but his 
wife saved the day by appearing 
with the night vessel, the contents 
of which were sufficient to put 
out the fire, : 

After this master stroke of de- 
fense, “the Indians with a howl 
of despair departed with their 
wounded.” 

In 1821, Roy left Cote to serve 
as interpreter on Col. Hugh 
Glenn’s expedition from Arkansas 
to New Mexico. He became also 
a friend and adviser to Glenn. 
Through adroit handling of friend- 
ly Indians, he was able to avoid 
hurt feelings and yet decline the 
natives’ frequent offers to give 
up their wives to the visitors. 


After the return of the expedi- 
tion, Roy turned to fur trading on 
the upper Missouri, while Madame 
Roy and their two daughters, 
Emilie and Brigitte Marthe, came 
to St. Louis. Part of the time, it 
appears, the two girls ‘vere in 
Madame Mother Duchesne’s school 
at Florissant. 

Roy’s competitors raised the 
usual cry that he was furthering 


his business by giving the Indians 
whisky but in most instances it 
was a case of the kettle calling 
the pot black.

NE incident is recalled in 

which it seems that the In- 

dians did get.a little firewater. 
There was a great war dance held 
on his trading post near St. Joseph 
in 1836. 

The participants were intoxi- 
cated and, during the wild bran- 
dishing of tomahawks and butcher 
knives in the dance, the nose of 
Francis Tayon, Roy’s clerk and 
brother-in-law, got in the way and 
was cut off. 

Several of the braves consid- 
erately picked up the severed 
portion and carried it to an ad- 
joining trading post. They were 
advised to carry it back immed* 
ately on the possibility that a doc- 
tor perhaps could put it back on. 

On the return trip the nose was 
lost and Tayon remained disfig- 
ured for life. 

Although Roy remained with his 
fur trading venture on the upper 
Missouri until the early 1840s, he 
bought on Aug. .26, 1823, the prop- 
erty on which he later built the 


historic structure on South Second 
street, 

The land was bought for $1200 
from Pierre Chouteau Jr. and his 
wife, Emelie. Van Ravenswaay, 
after his research, concludes the 
two and one-half story stone 
structure was built in 1829. 


In 1846, a year before Roy was 
reported to have died, the house 
was sold to his brother, Louis E. 
Roy, who lost #% on a mortgage 
foreclosure in 1874. It was ac- 
quired for $6000 by John Boepple, 
a butcher, and he is credited with 
having originated the “hot dog” 
there. 

It now appears that the prop- 
erty on which the house was torn 
down may be acquired by the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co., 
owned by the heirs of the Busch 
estate, for purposes as yet unan- 
nounced, 

Arthur E. Wright, president of 
the railway company, says his 
traffic manager, A. L. Browne, 
owner of record for the property, 
tried in vain for three months to 
get some organization with a defi- 
nite plan to preserve the house.

South hand, it would be in West’s 
hand where it could be caught on 
a finesse. This latter supposi- 
tion, of course, was based on 
South’s being able to get into his 
own hand, but it was not too op- 
timistic for North to hope that 
South would have either the dia- 
mond or the club jack. 


Actually, as may be seen, 
South’s holding was just about as 
bad as it could be, yet the slam 
should have been made. West 
opeged the spade king and, on 
sight of dummy, continued with 
the spade ace. Automatically, de- 
clarer reached for the nine of 
hearts—and that was his finish!. 
He entered his hand with a dia- 
mond to the jack and finessed for | 
the heart king, but now he could 
not return to his own hand for 
the necessary second finesse, and 
the contract was doomed.

Better Way to Serve Onions

HE language of the kitchen is 
T international. Go into a good 

restaurant in New York, San 
Fran cisco, Paris, London, Cairo 
or Shanghai and on the menu you 
will find such terms as Clamart, 
Vichy, St. Germain, Florentine, 
Polonaise, and Soubise. In every 
country they have the same mean- 
ing. 

Goods served “a la Polonaise” 
are invariably garnished with the 
chopped yolk of a hard-cooked 
egg, then with bread crumbs fried 
in butter. 

St. Germain means that the gar- 
nish is a puree of green peas. 
Clamart indicates a garnish of 
whole green peas cooked “a la 
Francaise.” 

Florentine means a garnish of 
spinach, Vichy a garnish of car- 
rots. And Soubise- denotes the 
presence of Puree Soubise, which 
is a puree of onions thickened 
with rice. 

Incidentally, 
one of the most tast, and useful 
recipes in the whole of cookery. 
It is excellent as a vegetable to 
serve with roast beef and almost 
a necessity -with lamb or veal. 
Hash of any kind is at its best 
when a border of this onion puree 
is laid on with a pastry tube. 
Slices of left-over lamb or veal are 
coated iwth it, arranged on a dish

so they overlap, sprinkled with 
buttered bread crumbs and baked 
about 20 minutes in a moderate 
oven, 

Thinning to the proper consist- 
ency with heated cream or milk, 
it makes a splendid soup. Thinned 
slightly with butter and cream, 
it becomes Sauce Soubise, used in 
cooking poultry, game, or filet of 
beef. Add one-third its volume of 
tomato puree and you have Sause 
Soubise Tomatee. Or season highly 
with curry for oriental dishes, or 
with paprika for Spanish or Hun- 
garian recipes, 

Here is the way I cook Puree 
Soubise, Try it the next time you 
take a turn in the kitchen and 
make your wife ashamed of the 
boiled or fried onions she has been 
shoving in front of you ever since 
she dragged you to the altar. 

Saute four large onions, minced, 
in butter till soft. Add four ta- 
blespoons of washed, uncooked 
rice, one-half teaspoon salt and 
one-half cup hot water. Cover 
tightly and simmer gently for 35 
minutes, or till all the water has 
been absorbed. Put through food 
mill or sieve, return to low heat 
and dry out remaining moisture, 
stirring constantly to prevent 
scorching. Add one-half cup of 
thick cream sauce and stir till 
smooth. Serves four.
